Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner advised applicant that the use of spectral analysis in 
sorting is a well developed area of the sorting arts that commonly operates in the visible range and the mere use of 
spectral analysis to separate materials unseparable by the naked eye is known in view of the prior art. Examiner 
advised Applicant to clearly set forth what type of spectral analysis is being conducted to avoid the prior art and to 
clearly define the claim language regarding what is not detectable by the naked eye or a color camera as this is not 
readily discernible from the specification or the prior art and may lead to indefiniteness in claim interpretation.
